Lingo was third a length be- 
hind Foundling. It was a smashing good race 
for the winner as, owing to her position, she 
covered many more lengths then Foundling, 
The stake was worth $l,23f net and Endurance 
by Bight was a 6 to 5 favorite. 

The good filly was now brought to Chicago, 
and here she achieved fame and won for herself 
a host of adherents ready to back her to defeat 
any filly in the land, to say nothing of the colts.

She was by Inspec- 
tor B.— Early Morn and Colonel Barnes named 
her Endurance by Bight. Tuen little thought 
of, she is uow the most famous of her age and 
sex iu America, and one about which so compe- 
tent an authority as Hugh D. McIntyre recently 
wrote: “Endurance by Bight is not only the 
best filly I ever saw, but she is in my jadgment 
far and away the bast two-ysar-ald of the sea- 
son. Neither Yankee, Blue Girl, Nasturtium ! 
nor Heno is in her class, in my opinion. Should | 
she train on, and there is no apparent reason 
now why she should not, she will be in a class 
by herself next seasou.” This is not an ex- 
travagant estimate. Any weight and any dis- 
tance suits her and her speed is of the highest 
order, A horse of her equable temperament is 
more likely to train on well than a high strung, 
nervous horse. 

In the spring of 1901 she was seat to Memphis 
along with a dozan or more horses belonging to 
Colonel Barnes and pat in training. Apparent- 
ly her trainer was not specially impressed with 
her promise, bat that shrewd jndge of the capa- 
oilities of a race horse, John W. Schorr, saw 
onongh in her work to make him desire to pos- 
sess her, so he made a deal whereby he secured j 
her rnnniog qualities for, it is said, the snm of j 
-$1,200. It was a bad deal for Colonel Barnes 
and a notably good one for Mr. Schorr. With 
the racing of the year practically over, except 
on the winter tracks, a recital of her perform- 
ances is in order and will do to hold in memory 
when the campaign of 1902 comes np for consid- 
eration. 

Her first start was in a half mile dash for a 
parse at Memphis last spring, April 19, which 
ehe won by two lengths from Herodiade with 
Attelle third, Lena Sobady, Winter Bell, Lady 
Barlington, Hunter Baine, Janbert and Easter 
Boy rnnning nnplaced. She was known to have 
shown well in her work and went to the poet a 
6 to 5 favorite. The time was 53 seconds and as 
snbseqnent racing has shown she by far out- 
classed her opponents. She started no more at 
Memphis, being sent from there to Louisville. 

Here she was sa -t to the post ou the opening 
day of the meeting to contest for a purse at a 
half mile aud was a 7 to 10 favorite in a field of 
eleven fillies. She won by a length in 49 sec- 
onds, rnnning on ths outside all tne way aud 
uecaesarlly covering much more ground than 
the majority of her opponents. Miss Thomey 
was second aud Scortic third, the unplaced ones 
being Drummond, Onr Jessie, Lady Maxim, 
Dodie 8., Consine, The Fasnion, Pearl Ban, 
Mies Gaines and Attelle, the latter being left at 
the post. At the same track May 8 she met the 
first defeat that marks her career. The 
track was mnddy, the distance five fnrlongs and 
as nsnal she was an odds on favorite at 7 to 10 
bat third was tne best she could do, Bnnnels, a 
40 to 1 shot, leading throngbont and winning by 
three lengths with Harry Beck eecond, a length 
and a half before Endurance by Bight. It was 
the big filly’s introduction to mnd and ehe 
oonld not extend herself in it, a nsefnl point for 
her admirers of today to bear in mind.

It was a dash of seven 
furlongs for which the starters were Nastur- 
tium, 115; Goldsmith, 115; Endurance by Right, 
112; Baron, 105; Sir Oliver, 115; Smart Set, 12C; 
Flywheel, 115; Dixialina, 115 and Hyphen, 115. 
It was a grand field, and a grand raca resulted. 
Displayiag a marvelous flight of speed. Nas- 
turtium led from start to finish and won by a 
half length, with Goldsmith second as far in 
front of Endurance by Eight, the seven furlongs 
having been covered in such remarkable time 
as 1 :25^. Tha others ware outpaced through- 
out. Mr. Schorr statad afterwards that tha 
filly was not at her best that day and besides 
she was pinned in between the two colts at the 
and and so at a decided disadvantage. From 
that day on she never knew defeat and became 
tba idol of all New York patrons of racing. Her 
next start was at five furlong with 126 pounds 
up for a purse which she won in a canter, de- 
feating an indifferent field in 1 :07^, being a 1 
to 8 favorite. This race was run Saptamber 6. 
Four days later carrying 121 pounds she beat 
Cangbnawaga, 107 ; Balia’s Commoner, 107 and 
six others at six furlongs, done in 1 :18^ with 
supreme ease, being again for a purse. 

September 14 she won her most valuable stake 
of her two-year-old career. This was tbe Great 
Eastern Handicap at six furlongs, $7,5CO guar- 
anteed, for which she carried 126 pounds. She 
won in a canter by two lengths in 1:18, def sat- 
ing Sombrero. 107; Otis, 114; Feme Sole, 98; 
Peninsula, 100; Far Excellence, 100; LKimbre, 
99; Igniter, 113; Saturday, 111; Major Dainger- 
field, 108; Jim TuUy, 106; Bon Mot, 90, and Les- 
lie Bruce, 88. Despite the big field she was a 7 
to 10 favorite. This was her last race at Sheeps- 
head Bay, her next start being at Gravesend 
September 20 for the Willow Stakes, a dash of 
five and a half furlongs for two-year-old fillies. 
She carried 119 pounds and had Hanover Queen, 
115; Rockwater, 107; Early Eve, 99; Amicitia, 
119, and Pretoria, 99, for opponents. It was 
supposed Mr. Belmont’s fine filly Amicitia 
would ba able to give her a good raca, but it 
was the same old story, “won in a canter,’’ she 
finished first in 1:08% by two and a half lengths 
with Hanover Queen second and Bockwater 
third. This success she followed up with tha 
most remarkable performance of her career 
when she Wen the Holly Handicap, also a dash 
of five and a half furlongs. For this she was 
given tbe high impost of 130 pounds, tbe other 
starters being Whiskey King, 110; Chilton, 115; 
King Hanover, 115; Tribes Hill, 104; Grail, 98; 
Masterman, 117; Lord Quex, 97; Setauket, 99; 
The Rival, 113; Smart Bet, 120; Pentecost, 118, 
and Highlander, 116. It was a duel between 
her and Whiskey King throughout and at the 
end she was an easy winner by a length in 1 :07, 
with Chilton a poor third. It was a perform- 
ance without precedent in the history of racing 
in this country and it was immediately declared 
that she was tha greatest filly that bad ever ap- 
peared in America. 

Tha result of this raca was talk of a match 
with Mr. Maekay’s crack Colt Heno over the 
“about” six furlongs course that lad the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club to offer the Third Special, 
with $1,510 added, expecting others to start, bnt 
only tba two went to the post. Endurance by 
Right took the leadlsoon after the start and 
kept it to the end, winning handily by a length 
in 1 :08%, which broke the record for the course 
by nearly two seconds. It was such a remark- 
ably speedy performance that Heno was in no 
wise discredited by his defeat. 

Endurance by Bight was then sold to Mr. 
William C, Whitney for tba reputed price of 
$S5,IC0, and started bnt once more. This was 
for tba Champagne Stakes at Morris Park Octo- 
ber 19, for which her now stable companion, 
Yankee, accompanied her to the post. As their 
only opponents were Cangbnawaga and Luck 
and Charity, they galloped along under strong 



restraint throughout, tha filly finiebing first by 
two lengths, with Yankee second and Oaughna- 
waga third, Ithe seven furlongs being done in 
1:28. This was tbe termination of a truly 
glorious career that may be more than equaled 
in 1902.

L., by Longfellow, will enter tha stud next 
spring. As a two-year-old he was second in 
tbe Junior Champion at Gravesend, and as a 
three-year- old ha won two out of three starts, 
including the Hudson Stakes. Batbamptou, 
by Hampton, by Lord Clifdan, by New- 
minster, dam The Bat, by Hermit, by New- 
minster, is a horse of rare quality and very 
kind in disposition. The climate of Kentucky 
evidently agrees with him, an*d he was bred to 
twenty five mares tbe past season. Arkle, a 
brown horse, foaled in 1894, is by Arklow, by 
Ben d’Or, by Doncaster, by Stockwell, out of 
Angelica, by Galopin, and he is liked so 
well that twenty-nine ' mares were bred 
to him this year, Shapfsll, by Kendal, 
by Ben d’Or, ont of Angelica, by Galo- 
pin, wo found on tbe sick list. Duo combo is a 
brown horse seventeen years old, by Speculum, 
by Vedette, by Voltigeur, out of Fair Helen, by 
General Peel, by Yeung Melbourne, and he car- 
ries his ago well. Twenty mares wore bred to 
him. A chestnut horse of marked vitality was 
led out to halter. He had been , rolling in the 
loosa dirt and looked untidy, bnt tha dust could 
noi blindiyon to his strong points. This chest- 
nut horse was Salvator, who was never un- 
placed bnt once during .his racing career and 
who won $120,365, His mile at Monmouth Park 
in 1:354 is unbeateu, and it placed a halo 
around the head of the son of Prince Charley 
and Salina, daughter of Lexington. Salvator 
was foaled at Elmendorf in tha days of Daniel 
Swigert, and be is fifteen years old. He ie heavier 
than ever before in his life, although he takes 
a great deal of exercise in tbe paddock, and was 
brad to eighteen mares in the spring. Another 
horse that came out of his box with .mnd- 
staiuad coat was Ben Holladay, a bay, foaled in 
1893, by Hanover— Mollie, L., by Longfellow, she 
out of Mollie McCann, by Hunter’s Lexington. 
He is a' nervous horse, with strong quality, and 
Octobsr 23, 1897, ran one mile and three-quar- 
ters, over tbe hill, at Morris Park, 118 pounds 
up, in 2:591, This was a record performance 
until October IS, 1900, whan Ethelbert ran the 
distance in 2:584. Tbe mares bred to Ban Hol- 
laday last spring were some of the bast at 
Elmendorf, and their number was twenty-three.
